THE NEW PROCESS OF MAKING CAST-STEEL. 

Sin,—I am not surprised at the remarks of your correspondent, “ A 
Manufacturer” (Liverpool), in the last Mining Journal. He very justly 
states that, “ after the immense amount of noise and misconception created 
by the Bessemer process, there is great necessity for learning from the 
experience of practical men, before believing any assertion made by in- 
‘Ventors as to their inventions.” It is much to be regretted that practical 
men are seldom referred to in such matters, and are too often avoided. 
‘No sooner is a new invention brought forward to the notice of the English 
public than a host of speculators gather around it, to see what money they 
ean make of it by the excitement. Experimental shows are cleverly got 
up and arranged, and too often made merely to decoy and astonish the 

uninitiated wealthy men. These shows, with the aid of the reports of 
some accommodating theoretical professors, and getting into the good 
graces of the members of the press, are quite sufficient to enable patent 

peculators to draw a large amount of money from the pockets of the Eng- 
lish public. It was by such means that Berdan’s process, and numerous 
other schemes, have enabled reckless speculators and their agents to en- 
rich themselves at the expense of the public. 

Even granting that Bessemer’s process was complete in itself, and suffi- 
ciently perfected to be introduced, every practical man must have been 
aware that its value was strictly confined to the conversion of the pig-iron 
into refined metal without fuel, and nothing more. How, then, could a 
process which was merely to substitute the common refinery and the boil- 
ing cause revolutions or great changes in the iron trade? How could 
such an improvement, confined to one part of the minipulation, justify 
public writers to state that the process would be the means of making our 
iron equal to the Swedish, and other extravagant representations, alluded 
to and which have been very properly condemned by Mr. Mushet. 

Tf such statements have really disturbed our iron trade, and have actually 
made companies suspend their operations to await the issue, they plainly 
show that the reading world pay no attention to the advice of practical 
men, and are easily led away by the reports of interested parties, circu- 
lated by means of the press. It is time that practical men should bestir 
themselves, come forward and take an active part in these matters, and 
check the extravagant presumptions and deceptionsof those who are usually 
employed by speculators to form companies and sell patents, solely with the 
view of drawing money from the thoughtless and indiscreet English public. 

{ am happy to say that Capt. Uchatius’s process is quite a different thing, 
nnd tov good for mere speculators. I was one of those who witnessed Mr. 
Lenz's experiment at Messrs. Rennie’s establishment, on the 11th Oct., of 
converting pig-iron into cast-steel, and was perfectly satistied with the 
result. However, it must be borne in mind that the pig-iron was of the 
best description, and made with charcoal, and, therefore, free from the 
ordinary impurities, such as sulphur, phosphorus, &c., which are combined 
with the common English pig-iron. Nevertheless, the conversion of the 
best pig-iron direct into cast-stcel is a great step in advance of the old me- 
thod; and as this has been done, and the steel produced therefrom made 
into very good cold chisels, which on trial were found quite equal to those 
made from the ordinary cast-steel, there is no doubt but that the process 
will be introduced into all those districts which can supply the same kind 

of raw materials. Legitimate processes, tested before a body of practical 
inen, when their merits are confined within their proper bounds, and not 
inflated by speculators, are gencrally encouraged by our more enlightened 
manufacturers, 

Mr. Brown, of Ebbw Vale Works, who was present, duly appreciated 
the value of this process, and being in possession also of a property con- 
taining a large amount of the sparry iron ore (the white carbonate of iron), 
has, it appears, made arrangements with the patentees, and will doubtless 
soon introduce the process into Wales. 

As you have so fully described the process in your Journal of Oct. 18, 
I need not enter into the details, further than to state that the pig-iron was 
first melted, and then granulated, by being poured into water. This gra- 
niulated cast-iron was then mixed with about 20 per cent. of calcined, pul- 
verised, sparry iron ore, and a small quantity of fire-clay and manganese. 
This mixture is made according to the quality of the iron, and the exact 
amount of Cecarbonisation required to form the resulting cast-steel. The 
granulated iron, with the oxygen-yielding materials, being thoroughly 
mixed and brought to a melting heat in a crucible, the exact degree of de- 
carbonization is soon effected, and doubtless the iron of the sparry ore and 
the manganese must also tend very materially to improve the quality of 
the steel, independent of the simple reduction of the carbon in the granu- 
lated iron. If we exercise the same precaution, and employ the proper 
re-agents to take away the sulphur and phosphorous from the English 
pig-iron, we may also make steel from it, which may serve for ordinary 
purposes, although not equal to the best, 

Many good processes have been thrown aside for many years and brought 
to notice again, owing to the want of little perseverance and slight modi- 
fications in the first attempts. I remember some years ago, whilst at the 
Penydarran Iron-Works, many experiments were made to improve the 
iron-making process. I have seen iron run from the blast-furnaces to the 
common refineries, then blown for a few hours, and finally poured into 
water, so as to be granulated. This granulated iron was then mixed in 
the puddling furnace with iron oxides and the red hematites, and was finally 
converted into fine sheet-iron, &c. Yet, for some cause, the process was 
abandoned. 

I have no doubt whatever but that the process of making iron from our 
elay ironstone may be considerably improved, by means of partial decar- 
bonisation in flowing over Martien’s perforated troughs, poured into water 
for granulation, and then mixed with a proper proportion of the required 
oxygenised materials for the puddling furnace to convert it into wrought- 
Sron. I do not believe it possible to make good and uniform wrought-iron 
without kneading. Neither bread nor mortar can be made fit for use 
‘without kneading, nor can any other agglutinous substance ; but it may 
he brought to that state more rapidly, economically, and effectually, and 
‘with less manual labour, by granulation and mixing it with the rich ox- 
ides, and suitable fluxes to algorb the impurities. Even some of the labor- 
ious kneading processes of the puddler may be effected by machinery and 
Puitable heating furnaces. Those who are now building new furnaces 
should keep the bottom of the hearths high enough, so that such improve- 
ments may be conveniently introduced. The want of suitable conve- 

niences in old works are frequently the obstacles against the introduction 
of improved processes.

a: THEORETICAL IRONMAKERS., 


S1a,—The paragraph in your Journal of last Saturday, headed ‘‘ Theoretical Iron- 
makers,” wherever it came from, is not strictly correct; and, as one of the parties 
who accompanied Mr. Joseph Halli, of the Bloomfield Iron- Works, to hear what was 


to be said at the Polytechnic Institution on Bessemer’s process, I would wish to place 
the matter right, since the paragraph alluded to tends to fix uw reflection upon the lee- 
turer, The fact was, that Dr. Ryan, whose for te is chemistry, happened to lecture in the 
place of Mr. Pepper ; and upon the chemical relations in iron conversion no one could 
have better demonstrated the matter, his experiments being so clear, and his language 
so convincing; but upon the practical manipulation and the mechanical part of the 
process he expressed to me his complete ignorance, and most cordially received my 
corrections and explanations on that part of the matter. He begged to be excused 
going into the money cost and general details with Mr. Hall upon two grounds—that 
he merely on that occasion had taken the place of the proper lecturer, and that che- 
mistry was his study; consequently, it might not be satisfactory to either party. This 
interview was bebind the lecture room, where I followed the doctor to ask him to re- 
tarn and confer with Mr. Hall ; # regretted that I could not persuade him, in order 
that I might benefit by what might be expected to pass between so excellent a chemist 
and so practical and experienced an ironmaker. 

The other portions of the paragraph are quite correct, and I heard Mr. Hall offer 
to give 500/. to any charity in London if Mr. Bessemer could beat him, either in eco- 
nomy or in reducing the number of processes, in making good malleable iron, provided 
Mr. Bessemer, if he lost, would give the like sum, and he wished this ae to be 
senttohim. Mr. Hall also offered to give Mr. Bessemer every facility at the Bloom. 
field Works to make the trial. 

The combustion of iron in oxygen gas was beautifully illustrated by Dr. Ryan, and 
his explanation of the effect of a strong blast of atmospheric air at 9 lbs, pressure 
through molten iron, and containing 21 per cent. of oxygen, most clearly demonstrated 
the cause for the great loss of weight, in less than Lalf an hour, which followed Mr. 
Bessemer’s experiment (more than 3 ewts. to the ton), without producing refined 
metal so suitable, even, for the puddling furnace as the pig-iron itself, let alone that 
the produet had any malleability whatever.

THE MUSEUM OF ECONOMIC GEOLOGY. Y 

Srn,—Two letters have appeared in your Journal from Mr. David Mushet; one 
dated Sept. 6, and the other in your last Number ; they contain strictures upon a 
privcate report of mine, and I beg your insertion of the following statements in reply. 

In the first place, I never saw the letter of Sept. 6 until very recently, this will ac- 
count for its remaining so long unanswered. The description given therein of my 
report was, that it was a ‘‘ Swedish charcoal-iron puff; which, considering the pre- 
tensions of the establishment whence it issued, cannot be considered as anything leas 
than a scandalous document ;” and, in your last, he denounces “* the student who 
gives weight to his ‘ili@’ (sic) by dating them from a pubite school, without any au- 
thority for doing so.” Now, [ know of nothing so natural as for a student who 
makes an assay to date his report from the place where it was made. The laborator 
in Jermyn-street is known asa place of public instruction, where all gradations of 
metallurgical knowledge exist, from the highest in the land, to that of the student 
who has just commenced his first assay. As to any assumption of learning (beyond 
the fact that I studied at the institution) being implied in dating from there, I should 
as soon have considered it an assumption of literary talent if a letter were dated from 
the Reading-room of the British Museum ; at all events, there could be no such as- 
sumption unless the report was a public one. Now, the document in question was a 
strictly private letter, and given to a friend, who knew perfectly my position at the 
laboratory ; in confirmation of this, I sabjoin a letter from this gentleman, omitting 
the names, according to Mr. Mushet’s pr mt :— 

Srx,—In answer to your request, I beg to state that the report you gave me on a 
specimen of iron ore was strictly of a private character, having been written by you 
simply for my own satisfaction. The d tin question has never been out of 
my possession. One copy was privately subiaitted to the lord of the manor, and the 
only other one was intrusted toa friend of mine, Mr. , simply to obtain 
the opinion of Mr. Mushet upon the value of iron ore such as described in the report, 
and for no other purpose. Mr. Mushet never saw a specimen of the ore. From first 
to last, no attempt has been made to give the document the slightest official appear- 
ance. I was fully aware of your position in the laboratory in Jermyn-street, and the 
report in question has never been shown to any other person than M 
and the lord of the manor. All representations, therefore, that it has been publicly 
bawked about for commercial purposes, or that it was ever vested with an officia! cha- 
racter, are, I do not hesitate to say, unmitigated untraths. You are authorised to 
make any ase of this communication you think proper.— Oct. 20. 


Immediately on receiving this, | submitted it, with a full explanation, to the prin- 
cipal of the laboratory (Dr. P. ), and he has permitted me to state that he is fully 
coavinced I never attempted to give it any official character. After this, the utmost 
than can be said is, that it was an inadvertence to date a letter containing any report, 
however private, to however intimate a friend, from a public scientific institution, 
and this I have freely admitted 

So much for the preliminary matters—the more important charge is, that I wrote 
a “ Swedish charcoal-iron puff.” I reiterate in the most distinct terms it lan- 
guage can convey, that every word in that document is literally true. So far from 
its being a puff, I expressly negatived the existence of the very mineral the presence 
of which I was requested to ascertain. The specimen shall be shown to Mr. Mushet, 
or any person he may select ; he will then see that it is, as I stated, a magnetic, or 
Swedish, iron ore, which has hitherto never been found in Engiand in any quantity, 
Mr. Mushet, in stating it to be the same as that of Cumberland and Lancashire, has 

founded it with h tite. Your lowest quotation for Swedish pig (which 
is redaced therefrom), is 14/. per ton—your highest for English pig is 5/.; I consider, 
therefore, that I was justified in anticipating a higher price forit. I expressly stated 
every unfavourable feature that could be anticipated, and there is no statement therein 
which is not fully warranted by facts. 

I wrote to Mr. Mushet, not, as he states, for information, but to know the grounds 
of his statements. He has publicly refused to inform me; and it appears to me, there- 
fore, I confess, that Mr. Mushet was not justified in hastily attributing to me the 
publication of a “* Swedish charcoal-iron puff,” upon premises which are wholly er- 
roneous, and withont ever having seen the specimen upon which I reported.

Stnz,—As there appears to be a very considerable misapprehension respecting the 
merits and demerits of these schools, not only amongst the Cornish miners and ¢). 
liers, but also amongst the professors themselves, I think it would be advisabi. to 
correct some of the misrepresentations that have been made. 


It is correctly stated in the programmes of these schools, “that the minera) produce 
of this country far exceeds that of any other European state ; that it is equal to fous 
ninths of the produce of the whole of Europe,” &e.

most a burlesque on the mining industry of some of the states mentioned therein ._ 
‘It was shown (by the memorialists) that states, such as Kussia, Sweden, Austris 
Spain, &c., far lower in the scale of production, had established schools for the in! 
struction of persons engaged in mining pursuits, and the effect had been increased 
economy, efficiency, and safety in mining operations,” as compared to ours! 

Were the memorialists who made the above representations men connected wit) 
our mines and manufactures, or were they mere professors, who felt anxious to form 
a Government establishment for the monopoly of official patronage? The wan: o 

industrial schools has been long acknowledged in the mining districts, and jy 

s been expected that their chief object would be, when established, to give a prae- 
tical direction to the siudies, so that the knowledge which may be acquired ther nv 
would, in combination with the daily practice, render the miners better qualified 
carry on their works, 

But it appears now that the whole affair is a mistake. The poor miners and co). 
liers are regarded as ignorant beings, who are wasting our mineral wealth, and in. 
capable of developing our mines as economicelly as they do on the Continent. ‘That 
the Government is actually obliged to come to the rescue, and place us under th, 
tutorship of young professors, who are in future to arrogate to themselves the selec. 
tion and appointment of miners! surveyor-inspectors, &c., for the whole of th, 
British empire. Our practical men (if we are to believe the sayings of some of thew 
Pp ofessors) are shortly to be superseded in al) lucrative posts, and especially the (io 
vernment offices, by the Mining School students, and this has induced some gentle. 
men tosend their sons there, sv that they may have a share of the loaves and fishes, 

If this is to be the result of these Government schools, the miners may well ery 
out against them, and the sooner the true objects of the schools is fairly eet forth the 
better. Let the proprietors of mines and the miners prepare a memorial, and urg 
the Government to establish such schools as they require. Let them apply for bard. 
working T8, less aesuming, and with less of the display of the ostentatious py. 
rade than is now exhibited by those who are attempting to carry on such schools, 
There is no reason that these district scientific schools should be obstracted and given 
up as impracticable, because those who have undertaken to establish them have mag. 
nified their own personal importance, for their own interests. The abuses should 
and can, be at once corrected, and the district schools placed under the supervision o 
local gentlemen of practical experience.

Tapping’s Essay on the Law of the Cost-book, a work to which 
a have referred in terms of approval, I find the following :—‘‘ One of the main 
liarities of the Cost-book Principle is the extremely. simple and easy means it 
sfrds for the transferof shares, Indeed, it may be said that the only mode by which 
syares in such associations are transferred is by the mere substitution, by the purser, 
on request, of the name of the transferree for that of the transferror in the cost-book. 
By law, such substitution of name is sufficient proof of ownership for all purposes, 
ys well between the adventurers inter se, as between the adventurers and third per- 
sons; Dut as between the vendor and vendee of the shares, it is clear that the convey- 
ance mast, in order to be an effective instrument in a court of justice, fulfil and con- 
ula oll the statutory and common law requirements necessary to a conveyance that 
passes and interest in land,” (p. 30.) He adds a form of such effectual conveyance. 

«Por the inost part, however, neither the vendor nor vendee execute any deed of 
conveyance at all, but unwisely content themselves with the doubtful and insuffi- 
cient protection which a mere admission or certificate of sale to the purchaser confers. 
Both vendors and vendees are strongly urged, in every case of transfer, to execute a 
deed of conveyance, wherein both the amount of the consideration and the interest it

Sm,~Although we are now in a state of peace, and public attention is less directed 
than of late to weapons of destruction, the new gun patented by Mr. Granville, of 
Holborn Hill, is such a novelty in its way that I have no doubt you will consider it 
worthy the attention of euch of your readers as are connoisseurs in fire-arms. 


When Colt’s revolvers were first introdaced, every one spoke in admiration of the 
fimplicity of the invention, and the great additional power it was giving to man to 
deleod Limself against enemies, whether on the fieid of battle, the deserts of Africa, 
uewewhere. What, then, will be thought of a weapon which puts the revolver far 
into the shade, whieh, without being reloaded, enables the soldier, or sportsman, to 
dicharge 24 shots in suceession ? 

in war such a weapon would, no doubt, be dreadfully destructive. Of that we 
have bat too much already, and sincerely hope to be long spared; and, therefore, 
ho writing in commendation of such a terrible arm, I do sv more in consideration of 
te defensive power it will give to exploring parties, &c., traversing deserts, amongst 
&tage tribes, and eavage beasts, 

The following brief description will give your readers some idea of the manner in 
which the loading, &c., of this gun are effected. It would, however, require an abler 
peu thon mine to do it justice; besides, although the modus operandi are by no means 
complex, a perfect idea cannot be given in a letter without sections, &c.

ECONOMIC PRODUCTION OF NICKEL AND COBALT. — 


Srz,—I am happy, on my return from France, to be enabled to communicate some 
| important facta for our national industry. We have hitherto been dependent upon 
| Sweden for our cobaltiferous products, but are now about to be liberated, Attempts 
which have been making: for the last ten or fifteen years have at last proved suc- 
cessful, Cobalt, which has heretofore been worked only in Furstemberg, in Norway, 
where it is accompanied with bismuth, and in Hainaut, in Saxony, has long since 
been discovered at Sainte Marie (Rhine and Vosges), in the Allemont Mines, and sur- 
rounding neighbourhood. For some time the nickel mines of the valley of Anivicrs, 
in Switzerland, have furnished a little, and some discoveries have been made in Picd- 
mont, and elsewhere, but none of them have been remunerative ; the means of ex- 
traction being little known, the miners were compelled to send their produce rough, 
or in a state of regulus, into Germany, to which circumstances may be attributed the 
exorbitant price of the oxide of cobalt—90 to 120 frs. the kilos., which, with the ex- 
penses of purifying the black oxide, is frequently raised to 260 or 280 frs, the kilos, 

I know that fn Sweden, in 1842, the firm of Sederholm sold 100 kilos, of ore, con. 
taining 30 per cent. of pure cobalt, at 2675 fre, the 100 kilos.; and at this epoch a 
Frenct » Mr. D , a distinguished mineralogist, discovered cobalt in the 
manganese of La Dordogne, and it is probable that this is the reason that, since 1846, 
the discovery having led to suits between the several concessionaires, the mines have 
produced nothing. La Dordogne has four large deposits of manganese, containing 
many veins of cobaltiferous manganese, of nearly twenty square kilos, in extent. 
These deposits are in masses; the masses (of which the Concession de Thiviers ir 
one) being ordinarily formed in three layers, naturally distinct one from another. 
The first of these layers is composed of soft, and very cobaltiferous, earthy manga- 
nese, in a state of black oxide (peroxide) ; the second of a hard peroxide of manga- 
nese, sometimes ferruginous, and less cobaltiferous than the preceding: and the 
third, resting on a clayey base, gives an almost metallic manganese, laminated, with 
a blue fracture, and as cobaltiferous as the first layer, or soft manganese. 

These several manganeses require a judicious manipulation, both in triturating and 
washing, which differs for eaca sort, in order to preserve the matters contained, to 
prevent loss by the grinding of the washer, and to separate with care the manganese 
which does not contain sufficient cobalt to admit of remunerative treatment. A few 
days, however, suffice to accustom the workmen to the separation of the several de- 
scriptions of manganese in the triturating operation. 

The manganese mines at Milhae de Noutrou present the same characters as those 
of Thiviers in many parts. ‘They have, besides, pure manganese, workable to a pro- 
fic even for manufacturing chlorine. The St. Pardoux Mine has only been explored 
upen one layer, and is not, therefore, wellknown, That of St. Jean de Cole, which 
extends over six square kilos, however, is in the best conditions for working. Inde- 
pendently of the manganeses, there exists in these localities, and in the same workings 
as those op»ned for the extraction of ore, divers earthy formations which, being co- 
baitiferous, with prudent and ipulation would prove remunerative. 

These concessions have everything ready, and could be worked immediately; and 
all work being carried on with pick and shovel no powder is required. They are open 
cuttings, and the greatest depth is from 6 to 8 metres, the exploration commencing 
atthe surface. In 1846, Messrs. Balard, Pelouze, and Lesueur, who may be classed 
among the most distingnished chemists in France, were nominated by the Civil Tri- 
bunal of the Seine, in consequence of an action going on between the several! pro- 
prietors and others, to examine the minerals, and report upon their valuc. Their 
report was very favourable as to the produce of cobalt in the manganese from the 
concestions, their estimate being 2 per cent. The action contributed much to para- 
lyse operations, although now the state of affairs has considerabiy changed. The 
St. Jean de Cole concession has just been purchased, with the right to explore the 
three others, as alsv to use Mr, Delanoue’s process, by the eminent engincer Perny 
de Maligny, M.G.S.F., &. 

Although Mr. de Maligny is thoroughly competent, in my opinion, to carry out 
the undertaking, he has preferred consulting a most distinguished chemist, and has 
submitted to him Mr. Delanoue’s process for the separation of cobalt from the Dor- 
Aogne manganese. The process is acknowledged to be new, and very effective, by 
the chemists who were nominated to inspect, and also by the party now eonsulted— 
Mr. Brauns, professor of chemistry ia the Lyceum of Sioa, &c., and woo has immor- 
talised his name by his work on the discovery of iodide in the thermal springs of 
Saxony, the existence of which had been denied by many of the most eminent che- 
mists living. Not only has Mr, Brauns approved of the process, but has been furtu- 
nate enough to make a slightimprovement, by which the cost of separating the cobalt 
from the manganese is reduced to less than 100 fre. per ton; therefore, 20 kilos. of 
cobalt (the produce of a-ton) estimated at 100 frs., will realise 2000 frs. for an expen- 
diture of 100 frs., which is recompensed by the value of the manganese, Thus each 
ton of manganese wil! give a profit of at least 2000 frs. ; and supposing the yearly 
produce not to exceed 200 tons (itean no doubt be raised to double that quantity) the 
annual profit would be more than 100,000 fra.; that is to say, the first year’s working 
will extinguish the entire capital, which Mr. de Maligny cannot fix at more than 
100,000 frs.; considering, and very justiy, that the great enemy of French societies 
is their enormous capital. 

I submit to you this notice, in order to call the attention of English metallurgists 
who treat cobalt and nickel, some of whom are already acquainted with Mr. Braunsin 
this branch of business, having purchased his license io use the new process. Messrs. 
Bischoffsen, of Paria, have also recently purchased a license; and happy shall I be if 
by this communication | assist in causing cobalt and cobaltiferous manganese to be 
brought into the market at a cheap rate.

Sir,—The few observations made by me at the last meeting of the above association 
not having appeared in your columns, may I beg insertion for the following remarks 
in your valuable Journal :— 


My father waa appointed manager and receiver in Brazil in the month of April, 
1855, by the Lords Justices, on a motion of appeal. ‘This was a voluntary act 
of the Court, not made on application, for (Ict it be said without offence) an ap- 
pointment made by the English Court of Chancery for the management of an estate 
in Brazil bas no more legal validity in Brazil than would have an order from the 
Brazilian Courts for the management of an estate in Kent or Middlesex. In June 
last, however, a motion was made before Vice-Chancellor Wood to cancel my father’s 
appointment, which was refused. In July, when it was known that my father had 
left the mines, the application for the appointment of Mr. Hitchens was renewed. 
My father’s counsel, Mr. Daniel, stated that he had no instructions tooppose. It was 
not worth while. Time alone will develop the fiction of the title deeds, and the farce 
of the power of attorney. 

The mystification about the accounts will be dispelled by the perusal of my father’s 
advertisement, dated Aug. 28 last, of which the following is an extract :—**1 will con- 
vey to parties, legally nominated for the purpase, the whole of the properties in Brazil, 
with the original grants of lands, waters, minerals, &c., commencing from those eon- 
ceded by Don Joseph, King of Portugal.—l. A sum of money to be deposited in the 
Commercial Bank of London in my name, and that of another person hereafter to be 
nominated, sufficient to pay all the debts of the association (with interest upon the 
samc), as recognised by the committee of shareholders in the year 1849, and by the 
auditors up to the year 1853.—2. The cheques for tie payment of the debts to be 
signed by myself and the party so nominated, and to be accompanied by a receipt in 
full of all demands from the creditors to whom theyure given, Iwill not consent to 
re-open atiy account which has been passed and audited, but I am ready to have every 
yet unaudited account, whether of London or Brazil, including every gold, sterling, 
or milrea account, audited by two parties, one chosen by myself, and the other legally 
nominated. My claim as to the Emily Mine I am willing to have arbitrated on the 
spot (where local evidence of facts is easily attainable), in accordance with the laws 
of the Brazilian empire, or to abide the award of the Brazilian courts of law.”

LITERARY NOTICE. 
Elementary Course of Geology, Mineralogy, and Physical Geography. 
Prof. D. T. Anstev. London: Ven Voorst, Paternoster-row. 


The second edition of this highly interesting work has just been issued, and the 
alterations which have been made since the publication of the first edition tend greatly 
to enhance its value as an elementary treatise. Certain portions which appeared 
rather too claborate have been abbreviated, whilst others have been rendered more 
ae The subjects are now treated with more equality, and by the modifica- 
tions much more usefu! information may be obtained in the same period of study. The 
former method of arranging the mineralogical part hes been carefully preserved, yet 

various additions and abbreviations better adapt it for the geological student. The 
chapter in which quarrying, streaming, ond mining for siratified mincrals is treated 
is worthy ofthe Dighest pra‘se, an excellent genere! view of the subject being given 
in s concise and comprehensive manner. Inthissection, with reference to gold wash- 
ing, the author observes that the methods adopted on a large scale to separate gold 
from sach o!luvial soi's as contain a sensible proportion of the metal, vary according 
to local circumstances and the tools at hand. With regard to tin streaming, he states 
that stream works in England are confined to the ores of tin which, from their great 
specific gravity, are readily separated by the action of runring water from the lighter 
sands and gravel with which they are asexciated. The ores of tin worked in the island 
of Banca, in the Eastern Archipelago, are entirely obtained in this way, andthe quan- 
tity of ore brought down by the mountain torrents may be imagined, when it is men- 
tioned that as much as 3500 tons of tin have been exported annually from that island 
alone. We do not quote these extracts as facts not generally known to scientific 
readers, but merely to give an idea of the character of the ; and we think that 
an impartial reading will afford convincing proof that the author has well accom- 
plished his task—that of furnishing a work adapted for students. Te has clearly 
shown himself to be a competent instructor, by the easy manner in which he descends 
to the supposed capabilities of the students in whose hands the treatise is likely to be 
placed, abandoning a aystem which js too frequently adopted of writing, not for the 
instruction of their readers, but in the endeavour to inspire the public with the idea 
that they are wiser than their fellow-men, often, however, showing not only a want 
-of knowledge of the subject on which they write, but their total incompetency for the 
task they have undertaken. Mr. Ansted’s work cannot, we believe, fuii to be appre-

The re- 
turns for the previous month (June) were 173,385 ozs. ; while in the corresponding 
month for the year 1855 the returns were 891,600 ozs, This deficiency is accounted 
for by the unusual wet weather for the last few weeke. The demand for gold had 
been in excess of the supply, and the prices advaneed—Dallarat gold, 3/. 17s. 9d. 
3/, 18s, ; Ovens, 3/. 17s. ; Castiemaine and Bendigo, 3/. 16s, to 3/. 168. 6d. peroz. The 
Roeky River diggings, on the Sydney side, are likely to cause great disappointment 
to those who have left Victoria. It is reported from Liverpool that the shipments of 
gold by the James Baines reach the extraordinary total of 173,539 ozs., or about 
694,000/, This vessel sailed from Melbourne on Aug. 8, and has, therefore, been 84 
days atsea, The wind having now turned to the Westward, ber arrival may be looked 
for any bour. Paddling and quartz-crushing operations have, however, been pro- 
gressing as usual, and greatly helped to keep up the escort returns. A coal field, a 
short distance from Melbourne, had been recently discovered, and an extensive field 
of stream tin at Tarradale, in the ncighbourhood of Castlemaine; ‘it already figures 
largely in the exports, and is likely to prove of the greatest impartance to the colony. 





Tue Fatat Accipent at Bruyn Matty Mixz.—The inquiry into the 
cause of the deaths of the four persons whose bodies were recovered on Saturday last, 
was opened by the coroner, Mr. Thelwall, at the Grapes Inn, about two miles from 
Wrexham, on Tuesday. After viewing the bodies, an adjournment took place to 
Wednesday evening, by which time the other nine bodies had been found. They, also, 
were viewed by the jury, and a further adjournment took place, to allow of the Go- 
vernment Inspector examining the works. As the foul air must be cleared before he 
can descend the mine, the evidence will not be gone into until Tucsday next. Seven 
of the poor men were buried on ‘Thursday afternoon, at Brymbo Church, and a large 
eomcourse of persons followed them to the grave. It was a most affecting and pecu- 
liar sight, as the mournful procession passed slowly down the valley, illuminated by 
the glare of the fires characteristic of a colliery district.

Covuriinc ror Rammway Carniaces.—Mr, W. E. Newton, C.E., Chan 
cery-lane, proposes to connect the several carriages of a railway train, and of the fron 
carriage with the locomotive, in such a manner that while all remain upon the line 
of rails, all the connections of the several carriages will remain perfect ; but if the 
locomotive or any carriage gets off the line, it will disconnect itself from the carriage 
or carriages immediately connected with it, and thus prevent them alse from getting 
off the line; at the same time that the above object is obtained, the coupling is self-con- 
necting when the carriages are run up to each other on the line. One ofthe connecting 
links of the coupling is made of wrought-iron, in the same way as the ordinary cou- 
pling link, and when about to be coupled the end thereof is brought against curved or 
cam pieces of the corresponding part of the coupling, and thereby lifts up the coupling 

in and allows the link to pass under it; the pin then falls into the link, and the 
atter cannot be withdrawn until the pinis lifted upagain, The cam or curved pieces 
connected with the coupling pin are so arranged that when the link is any great dis- 
tance out of a straight line, as it would do if one of the carriages were to run off the 
line, then the link would come under the cam pieces, and lift them up as well as the 
coupling pin, and the link wou!d then be free to be drawn away from the coupling, 
and would, therefore, be eusily detached in case of any accident.

The returns from the Board of Trade of the imports and exports of Great 
Britain for the month ending Sept. 30, have been issued. The total de- 
clared value of exports, exclusive of foreign and colonial productions, 
during this period is set down at 10,216,671/., against 9,072,6597. in the 
corresponding month of 1855, which is an increase of 1,144,0127. The 
value of the exports for the first nine months of this year amount to 
$4,906,605/., against 69,226,837/. in the same period of 1855, and which, 
consequently, 13 an excess of no less than 15,679,768/, in this year over 
the returns of last for the same nine months. The average value of exports 
during 15 years ending in 1552 has been 66,500,000/., so that the exports 
of the first nine months of 1556 have passed the total for 12 months by 
18,400,000/. : and showing that there 1s every probability, as was stated 
last month, that the total exports of British produce and manufactures for 
1856 will reach the sum of about 109,000,000/. to 110,000,600/. 
The items in which our readers are more particularly interested are 
coals, hardware and cutlery, machinery and metal. These four heads pro- 
duce a total amount of exports of the value of 2,465,095/., and as the re- 
turns for the same month in 1855 were 1,958,738/., there is, necessarily, 
an increase of 506,357/. The nine months’ value of these articles is 
17,707,690/. in 1856, and 13,589,7611., so that here there is an augmen-

Although scarcely more than three months have elapsed since the pasg- 


ing of the “Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856,” and of those three 
months about ten weeks have been devoted to what is called by lawyers 
“the long vacation,” yet the time will, in a day or two (November 3), 
have arrived upon which all existing joint-stock companies are required 
by the new Act to register under it, and thereby to receive, as it were, 
new birth—that is, to obtain privileges and incur obligations entirely 
different from those they have hitherto enjoyed or been subjected to. 
When, however, we consider the vast importance of such a step, and the 
large amount of work and care which must be done and bestowed in order 
to cbtain the necessary consents of shareholders, and for the preparation 
of the requisite documents, amounting in most cases to a reconstitu. 
tion of the company, and which, it must be confessed, cannot be done 
without the superintendence of lawyers, we fee) constrained to say that 
the time allowed for registration—namely, little more than three months~ 
is ineonveniently short. It is to be observed, however, that the Legis. 
lature has fixed no penalty for not coming in to register, but has, on the 
contrary, enacted that the 7th and 8th Vic., c. 110, and the 11th Vic,, 
c. 78 (the old Joint-Stock Companies Acta), shall not be repealed as to 
any existing joint-stock company until such company has obtained regis- 
tration under the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856 ; 80 that it is very 
doubtful what the position of those existing joiat-stock companies will be 
which refuse to register before or on that day. For this reason we call 
upon such companies to consider well before they commit themselves to 
a registration under an Act of Parliament the true bearings of which are 
not as yet fully understood. fof pa 
The Legislature, however, as regards certain existing cost-book mining 
companies—for we presume they are signified by the phrase ‘any other 
company duly constituted by law’? —have been more indulgent, for it allows 
sch companies, if consisting of seven or more shareholders, to register 
under the Joint-Stock Companies Act if they wish, and at any time after 
the passing of the Act ; so that cost-book companies 80 constituted are not, 
as to the time of registration, in the same predicament with existing joint- 
stock companies, but have ample time—or, indeed, any time they I.ke to 
take—to consider their position before they adopt the new Act. This, we 
confess, we are pleased to find is the case, especially as it has afforded us 
time to make arrangements for the production of an exposition of the Aet, 
designed as a practical guide for promoters, directors, shareholders, soli- 
vitors, secretaries, and all other officers of a company. It will be prepared 
by Mr. Tuomas Tarrine, of Essex-court, Temple, author of the * Prix 
Essay on the Cost-book Principle,” and several other legal works. We feel 
assured that that gentleman will devote his best energies and attention to 
the task, and we doubt not that the result will be an exposition of the 
statute, which will be not only acceptable but necessary to all persons 
having business or interests in any way within the operation of, or affected 
by, the new Act—espccially secretaries and otber officials, whore duties 
will become exceedingly onerous under the new regulations. Tho work 
will be published very shortly, of which due notice will be given.

“The London public,” says an evening contemporary, “ will shortl 
have the gratification of burning coal clad within 30 — a of the rr 
polis, close to a railway line. It is expected that this will reduce the 
price of coal in the metropolis 25 per cent., and lead, most probably, to 
further discoveries,” And a leading morning journal, in quoting this 
paragraph, remarks that it is “‘ too good to be true.” 

It is quite true that arrangements are now going forward for bringing 
this truly important question to an issue, but it is a matter which cannot 
be very readily determined. The production of coal in the vicinity of the 
metropolis has long. and often occupied the attention of geologists and 
others, but the difficulties which necessarily presented themselves has 
hitherto prevented a proper test being applied. Of the existence of coal 
in Surrey and Kent there has never been the slightest doubt, but the ques- 
tion is the depth at which it can be obtained, Experiments on a sinall 
scale have been made formerly with success in the neighbourhood of Rei- 
gate, on the property of Lord Monson, near Godstone, on the estates of 
Sir Witttam Crayton, and on the flat marshes running parallel with the 
Thames at Long Reach, but why they were not further prosecuted does 
not appear, but probably from want of capital.

‘These, with numerous other 
admirable mechanical contrivances for the same object, in dressing ores, 
give the present company an infinite advantage over the former workers, 
and will necessarily lead to the conclusion, that great as were the profits of 
the old adventurers, the present company, notwithstanding the apparent 
delay, will eventually be still more handsomely rewarded for their per- 
severance and outlay. :

New System oy Ventitatinc Mrves.—Mr. Dickinson, Inspector of 
Coal Mines for Lancashire, Cheshire, and North Wales, in his late report 
to Government, states that, since his report of 1853, when he deseribed 

he various ventilating powers then in use in his district, another venti~ 

lator—Low’s Patent Latent Heater—has been added. It consists of a 
grating of iron pipes about 1 inch in diameter, and several feet long, fitted 
round the side of the upeast shaft. The pipes are heated by steam from 
the engine-boilers, and are intended to act like a furnace, by rarefaction. 
With two of the heaters, as applied at the Vron Colliery, near Wrexham, 
le found the temperature of a volume of 15,600 cubic feet of air per minute 
raised 19° Fahr., the air being 61° as it entered, and 80° at the top of the 
shaft, after passing the steam heater, This invention was fully noticed and 
illustrated in our Journal of Feb. 23, at which time the apparatus had been 
in daily use for upwards of six months, ‘The pitin which it was used was 
one of the most fiery in North Wales, and before the steam was admitted 
to the apparatus it was dangerous to enter the workings with a safety - 
lamp : the air was then so abundant, that the workings were carried on 
entirely with naked lights. 





THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Ocr. 30.—The standard at the copper ore ticketing at Truro, last week, 
declined 2/, 16s., as compared with the sale in the corresponding week of 
the previous month, The average produce last week was 6%, and the 
price per ton 5/. 8s. 6d. The produce a month previously was also 6!, 
and the price per ton 5/, 128. Thus in a month there has been a decline 
of 38, 6d. per ton of ore, which upon Devon Great Consols sale, last week, 
of 2391 tons, made a difference of 418/, to the adventurers, They would 


have received that amount more for their ore if it had been sold a montls 
previously. What is the reason ior this decline in the price of ore the 
smelters alone candeclare, ‘To the miners it 1s @ mystery, and a mystery 
which they think ought not to exist, when in the same week they see it re- 
ported from the London mctal market that ‘* copper coatinues steady, with 
& prospect of fixed rates being maintained ;” and from Liverpool that 
‘copper maintains firmly its position, and orders are reported to be plen- 
tiful’ But however firm’ may be the price of copper, the monopolist 
smelters have the power to lower the price of ore to the miners ; and they 
every now and then exercise that power, and enrich their pockets at the 
expense of the miners, charging the same for smelted copper as they did 
before they reduced the price of ores. The miners are now hoping for the 
catablishment of a new independent smelting company, which, if it evinces 
a disposition to do them justice, they ought to seo it to be their interest 
to support; if they do not, they deserve to suffer.more in time to come 
than they have ever yet done from a selfish and grinding monopoly. 

But although the price of copper ores has somewhat fallen, it must not 
be supposed that the price is not even now a remunerative one to the 
miner. It is much more remunerative than it has been in some by-gone 
years, when mining was active and prosperous. The standard is higher 
now than it was in some of those years, so that there is no reason to pre~ 
dict a decline in mining prosperity, because the standard falls a pound or 
two sterling. But the point here insisted on is, that there 1s no reason~ 
uble‘giound for any decline whatever when the copper markct is firm and 
‘orders plentiful.” A decline at such a period looks so much like an- 
other trick of the smelters, similer to those practices from which, in times 
past, they have so often derived profit, and the miners so often sutiered loss. 

The mining market continues comparatively dull and inactive, which 
results not from any fluctuations of the standard, but from the recently 
agitated and depressed condition of the money market, which has caused 
many persons engaged in trade and commerce to call in capital which they 
had embarked in mines, through which operation of circumstances there 
have been lately many more sellers than buyers of most mining shares. 
But it is confidently believed that a time of revival is approaching, and 
not far distant, when many Cornish mines, which are now presenting 
really favourable aspects, will no longer be almost neglected by the public. 

At Wheal Clifford bi-monthly account, held last week, a dividend of d/. 
per share was declared. his mine is reported to have become very rich ; 
the shares are in comparatively few hands, and firmly held, the quoted 
price being 6007, ‘Ihe sales in Sept. and Oct. have been 800 tons, whilst 
in the previous two months they were 651 tons; and it is expected that 
the dividend at the next account will be much increased. South lrances 
stands at the head of the ticketing next week, having for sale 702 tons ; 
whilst Basset comes next with 466 tons. The agents and adventurers of 
South Frances are somewhat proud of their position in the list. The 
price of shares is from 3507, to 3602, Alfred Consols is improving, laying 
open some excellent ore ground. West Damsel shares have somewhat 
declined, price about 957. Copper Hill shares have advanced to 130/. 
The mine has improved, and the samplings are increasing: the sale next 
week will be 120 tons, whilst in the previous month it was only 63 tons. 
Wheal Margery shares have sold at 347. Rosewarne shares are about 
702, In this district there are two or three young mines, which are likely 
before long to attract attention in the market. Porkellis United Tin Mine 
is reported to be looking very favourable. Great Wheal Vor, the prince 
of tin mines, has at length come completely under the Cost-book System, 
Cornishmen generally are cf opinion that there is nothing equal to that 
system for the management of mines, Great Wheal Vor is necessarily a 
very expensive concern, and if made to pay, it can only be by the exercise 
of the most strict and prudent economy. The West Crinnis and Regent 
adventurers have adopted a system which is worthy of being followed by 
every cost. book company: they have resolved to elect two competent 
sharvholders at every bi-monthly meeting, to audit the accounts for the 
ensuing two months, For want of proper and searching audits, the money 
of some companies is extravagantly squandered ; and it is a detoct of the 
Cost-book System that special auditors, appointed by the company, are 
not rendered necessary under that system. Such auditors, if local share- 
holders, should not only examine the accounts, but be expected to look 
somewhat into the working of the mine, obtaining assistance for that pur- 
pose if they require it, and then to state to the general body of share- 
holders at the bi- monthly meetings whether they believe the mine is worked 
providently or not. In mining partnerships, the partners at present do not 
sufficiently look into their own affairs. 

At the Cornwall Quarter Sessions, held recently, a man, called Morcom, 
as sentenced to six months’ hard labour for stealing clothing from mincrs 
at Grambler and St. Aubyn Mine. The chaplain of the County Gaol re- 
ported the total number of prisoners during the year to have been 445, of 
whom 65 were miners. 

Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S., Keeper of Mining Records at the Museum of 
Practical Geology, London, lately delivered a lecture at the Truro Insti- 
tution, ‘On the Physics of a Sunbeam.”’ The lecture was delivered to 
a very numerous audience, and is described as having been full of interest- 
ing and scientifically valuable information. 

Captain John Petherick, of Great Wheal Busy United, has addressed a 
letter to the Rev. J. Punnett, in which he asks hin to name even one of 
scientific class to whom he referred in his speech at the Polytechnic meet- 
ing, who have ever opened up inany part of the world one good dividend- 
paying mine; and he then gives Mr. Punnett a list of dividend mines 
which have been brought out by Cornish mine agents. The list consists 
of North Roskear, Do!coath, Carn Brea, East Pool, East Crofty, South 
Frances, Tresavean, United Mines, and Tincroft; and he says he could 
add many more, “ which does not sound to the ignorance of the Cornish 
mine agents.” 

Another fatal accident when blasting happened last week at the St. Day 
United Mines. ‘Three men at work in the 140 fm. level had tamped three 
holes for explosion, and retired to fire them. After they had done so, one 
of the men, thinking they had all gone off, returned to the spot, when the 
third hole exploded, and he was killed. Many such accidents occur in a 
year, and it would be well if the miners were more careful. 

During the last six months there has been a burning-house erected at 
the Pedn-an-drea Mines, adjoining Redruth, in which a large quantity of 
tin ores are daily roasted, consequently an immense yolume of arsenical 
vapour arises; and from the chimney or flue being rather shorter than 
usual, and the draught very great, large quantities of arsenic are carried 
into the atmosphere, and condensed in the form of white yapour upon the 
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fields in the neighbourhood. Several horses have been poisoned by graz- | 


ing in those fields, and two or three other animals. The company have | 
very properly determined upon condensing the vapour for the future be- | 
fore it gets into the atmosphere.

REPORT raom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ann LANCASHIRE. | 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD, ] } 
Ocr. 30 —Although there is no improvement to notice in the position 
of the Iron Trade during the present week, we have the satisfaction of 
recording the fact that business does not seem to retrograde. ‘The orders 
which are now given out are principally for the home demand, though | 
the export trade is a little better, and the demand fur best finished iron 
is such as tokeep the makers fully employed. Underselling, as might be 
expected, prevails to a large extent, and even amongst the first-class 
makers prices are rather in favour of buyers. There has been a reaction 
in the Scotch pig-iron trade, and prices are higher. There is a pretty 
gvod demand for Derbyshire and Cleveland pigs, considering the de- 
pressed condition of the trade. 

The Coal Trade is gradually improving, but it is evident, from the 
greatly increased demand, that prices wi!l notimprove much. ‘The coal- 
owners in the Erewash Valley, where prices were somewhat lower than 
those of other districts, have advanced the price of this mineral 1s. per 
ton. The coal trade of South Yorkshire is improving, owing principally 
to the export demand for Grimsby, and the proposed line of railway from 
Barnsley to Huddersfield is regarded as an important step for the further 
development of the coo! trade of South Yorkshire, and there seems an | 
earnest desire amongst the coalmasters to assist in carcying itout. The| 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway Company are increasing | 
their coal traffic from the district of Barasley to Huddersfield, and there 
is little probability but that they would offer opposition to the new line. 

There was a meeting of the Mi!l Towa Lead Mining Company at the 
Commercial Hotel, Chesterfield, on Wednesday, fur the purpose of obtain- 
ing the sanction of the shareholders to registering the company under 
the Limited Liability Act. The prospects of the mine were stated to be 
in an improving position : and, although there was a large amount of ore 
on surface, it was not deemed advisable to declare any dividend. The 
lead market at Derby has receded 10s. per ton, and whilst the market con- 
tinues drooping, mining companies will not be over anxious to sell. 

In addition to the proposed mineral railway from Barasley to Hudders- 
field, two other lines are now being projected in Yorkshire. ‘The first is 
an intended line from Wakefield to Dewsbury, which is estimated to cost 
about 150,000/., about one-third of which has been subscribed in the dis- 
trict. There was a meeting at the Royal Hotel, Wakefield, on Friday 
last, to further the object of obtaining the line, when Mr. Terry, of Brad- 
ford, a gentleman interested inthe undertaking, gave information of what 
was intended to be done. ‘There is another line in opposition to this. 
The other scheme is a proposed extension of the East Lancashire Railway 
to the West Riding—namely, fom Colne to the Great Northern at Brad- 
ford, by Haworth. The survey is proceeding, and, should the line be 
made, it will materially shorien the present route /:om several of the 

rincipal towas in Lancashire to Bradford, Leeds, and other places in the 
West Riding. 

Animportant educational measure (if compulsory education could be prac- 
tically carried out) is being attemptedin the West Riding of Yorkshire with 
regird to the youths employed at collieries. The object of the measure is 
to render it compu!sory for every boy, before being employed in acolltery, 
to produce a certificate of his attendance at school for a certain period, 
and that he shall be sent to school one-half the time he would otherwise 
have been employed at work. Those who have any knowledge of schools | 
in the mining districts will admit that the removal! of boys from school 
at an early age to work in the pits is a great evil, as the boy invariably | 
loses what little education he may have obtained, The clergy of York- | 
shire have taken up the subject in good earaest; and, after holding se- 
veral meetings and carrying on a long correspondence, the draft of a bill 
has been submitted to the Earl Fitzwilliam, who fully approves of it, and 
has promised to obfain the support of several other noblemen, with a view | 
to pass a bill on this subject during the next session, Lord Fitzwilliam, | 
being a large mineral propiictor, has always taken a great interest in the 
educational condition of his numerous workmen, and what he takes in | 
hand he seldom fails to accomplish. We do not intend to anticipate how | 
far the Legislature may sanction the extension of compulsory education | 
to collier boys, but as they have a'lowed a similar Act for boys employed 
in factories, it is probable that they may extend the system to collieries. 
There was a very interesting gathering on Monday of the colliers em- 
ployed in Lord Fitzwilliam’s pits at E!secar, to present the manager, 
Mr. Benjamin Biram, and the underground steward, Mr. James Uttley, 
each with a silver cup, as a mark of the regard and esteem in which 
they were held by the co!liers employed at the works, and for their kindness 
and good feeling towards them. Messrs. Biramand Uttley each acknow- 
ledged the gift in feeling and appropriate terms, and the proceedings con- 
cluded with the National Anthem, Several of the co!'iers delivered ad- 
dresses, which were marked by great inte)ligence and high sentiment, 

At Whittington, the water which burst into tne Rev. A. Pierce's col- 
liery has been so far reduced, after incessant pumping and drawing by tubs 
both night and day, that the men have descended into the mine, to ex- 
amine the state of the underground works near the shaft. The pony 
which was in the mine at the time the water rushed in from the adjoin- 
ing old levels, was found in the stable in an advanced state of decomposi- 
tion, and it was sent up the shaft from its watery resting-place. The 
underground roads are considerably damaged, but not to that extent which 
was anticipated. Hwupes are entertained that ina few weeks the damages 
will have been so far repaired that operations may be recommenced, 











THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON. 

Ocr. 31.—The Iron trade of this district, whatever may be asserted to 
the contrary, presents at the present time no indication of improvement. 
The Baltic ports have been kept open later this year than usual, and 
orders for those ports are sti!l being executed; but these must very soon 
cease. From America, the orders during the present quarter have been 
exceedingly few ; and it isa grave question among the first houses whether 
they shall not accept lower rates than those agreed upon at quarter day. 
In my letters previous to the meeting, I was always inclined to anticipate 
that a reduction would be acceded to; and although it was decided not 
to yield, nominally, the number of houses who have been receiving 97. for 
bars since is exceedingly few, and will probably be still less. Itis stated, 
on goud authority, that houses of the first class are prepared to take rails 
at the prices accepted in Wales, a clear proof of the depression of the trade 
in the distriet. Pigs are much cheaper. Only a very few makers, whose 
pigs can be depended upon as being of the best quality, are relising 41, 
while the price for good pigs is 3/, 17s. 6d., and inferior qualities are to 
be had at very much lower rates. Lronstone is more plentiful. Flats 
and gubbin fetch 17s. perton. A!though ore and pigs are cheaper, however,

pay is a problem which those who understand the trade find it difficult 
to solve. Fears are beginning to be entertained that we shall hear of 
more failures. There is little chance of a brisk trade before spring, end 
if these parties have to go on with borrowed money at the present rates 
of discount, the look out for them is gloomy. 

The suspension of Messrs. Fox and Henderson has created much ex- 
citement in this district. Their works at Smethwick employ an immense 
number of people, and their stoppage would be a great calamity. This, 
however, it is hoped may be avoided, as the general feeling appears 
strongly to favour them, although every prudent man must feel how just 
is the moral of the Zimes,—that this event is a warning that no genius, 
enterprise, or industry, can exempt men from the necessity of “ counting 
the cost” before they extend their operations beyond the limits of their 
means. The extent to which the failure will affect manufacturers in this 
district is at present uncertain. The greatest fear is that some of the 
small men about Darlaston and Willenhall, bolt makers, and so on, will be 
sufferers, in which case their rain wou'd be probably the result. But 
the general belief is that time will be granted, and that the firm will be 
able to retrieve its position. The event is certainly a serious warning, to 
which our capitalists will do well to take heed. Of course, this district 
would profit immediately by the construction of railways in Russia, but 
the policy of embarking English capital in such undertakings is exceed- 
ingly doubtful. One fact is highly probable, that capital will for some 
years command high rates. The contincutal kingdoms appear to be 
generally awakening to a sense of the imporcance of developing trade, of 
improving their means of transit, and otherwise increasing the facilities 
for developing their resources; and this will necessarily absorb a large 
amount of capital, and those who invest in undertakings whence it cannot 
be withdrawn, may in time to come regret the loss of the great profits of 


that railway shares and national debts are investments only suitable for 
those who do not require to use their capital, and only wish to secure a 
regular income. This class of people is necessarily limited, and the great 
increase of such investments must tend to diminish their value, 

The committee appointed by the meeting of mine agents, at Dudley, 
to revise the special colliery rules, presented their report to a second 
meeting on Monday. There was a large attendance, and much interest 
was manifested. ‘The committee appears to have pursued a wise course. 
They have obtained copies of special rules, adopted in all parts of the 
kingdom, which they have examined, and from this examination have 
framed certain amendments, which they propose. These amendments 
aim at more strictly defining the duties of each officer, and making more 
carefu’ provisions against accidents. Ventilating furnaces are to 
adopted wherever found necessary, single link-cheins for winding to be 
disallowed for pits more thon fifty yards deep, and other additional regu- 
lations are suggested, having for their object to render accidenis less likelv 
of occurrence, A copy of the proposed amendments is to be sent to each 
mine agent in the district, who w'!l be invited to offer any suggestions 
that may occur to him on the subject, and a future meeting is to be held 
finally, to determine upon the amendments to be submitted to the Home 
Secretary for approval. This certainly looks like being in earnest, not 
to shirk just responsibility, but to render the Act effectual for the object 
it contemplates. 

The orly other matter of interest in connection with mining in this 
district to which I have to refer, is the progress of the Tipton Drainage 
Association. This body consist of the proprietors of vatious deep mines, 
flooded by a great pond of water, extending over an areasome three miles 
in circumference. It has been actively at work since midsummer, 1854, at 
an expense of some thousands a year since that time, in pumping out the 
water. Recently additional engines have been employed, enhancing the 
cost, probably, between 1000/, and 2000/. per annum, and the lowering 
of the water is now proceeding in a very satisfactory manner. In the 
course of 12 months valuable beds of ironstone and coal, now under water, 
are expected by this means to be rendered available; and a!ready mincral 
properties, hitherto flooded, are in consequence of its operations coming 
into the market. This will help to enable the South Staffordshire iron- 
masters better to bear that great and increasing competition to which 
they are subjected. 

I said the association consisted of the proprietors of mines; I should- 
have said of a large number of them, for the association is purely volun- 
tary, and many who refused to contribute to the expenses will parti- 
cipate in the beneficial results, The law of England is very tender about 
atfording compensation for damage incurred by the operations of others, 
but affords no m2ans of enforcing the recovery of a portion of the expense 
of works from which others have reaped great benefits, Unfortunately 
the attention of Government is now too much absorbed in party struggles, 
and in managing the various factions which constitute a majority of the 
I[ouse of Commons, to admit of much hope that any measure will be soon 
brought forward to admit such works as these end general drainage for 
agricu'tural purposes being carried out, at the expense of all persons bene- 
fitted, in a just proportion to their shere of the resu!ts, Such a measure, 
doubtless, would afford the means for developing vast riches lying dormant.

From the sanguine manner in which you have penned your ob- 
servations on the projected “ West of Ireland Mining Company,” it is 
evident that the promoters are gentlemen, not orly of ability and expe- 
rience, but of respectability and standing. Such men will impart confi- 
dence, and rive a turn to commercial enterprises of this character, essen- 
tially necessary to their welfare. ‘The first step is generally the most 
important, and the one taken by the “ West of Ireland Company” 
projectors, in requiring a large capital, shows their prudence and sense ; 
end until every penny of the sum required (200,000/.) be at least sud- 
scribed for, nothing whatever should be done, es it was by acting on a 
different principle that other mining associations have failed¢n Ireland, 
though some of them were brougat out with the best intentions. In some 
instances not more than 1-20th pert of the capital was paid up: this was 
soon expended, was found insufficient, but calls would not be paid, and 
consequently all had to be abandoned, Now, as I fecl that I am not without 
some’experience in these matters, | may be permitted to suggest with 
reference to the “ West of Ireland Company,” that until one-fourth of 
the nominal capital be paid, operations should not be even commenced ; 
and I would also suggest, and strongly urge upon the promoters, the for- 

mation of a board of management in Ireland, composed of gentlemen 
well-knowa in this city; for, entr? nous, we Irish look rather with 
suspicion (and you will say, not without cause) upon companies brought 
out ond altogether formed in London to work projects in Ireland; the 
fact being, that management in London is too far from the scene of

MEETING UPON THE SPECIAL RULES FOR THE MANAGE. 
MENT OF MINES. 
An adjourned meeting of the mine agents of this district was held at the Hotel, 
in Dudley, on Monday, to receive the report of the committee appointed at a former 
meeting to revise the Special Rules now in force in this district for the Management 
of Coal Miner, Mr. Jou Aston in the chair. 
The meeting was very largely attended by mine agents, representing every corner 
of the South Staffordshire district, all of whom appeared to take a very lively interest 
in the result of the committee’s recommendations for revising and adding to the 
present Speci! Rules, 
The Sxcnerany then read the report of the committee, as follows :— : 
The committee appointed on September 29 last beg to lay before th's meeting the 
result of their deliberations. 
Your committee have been in communication with the various Government Inspee- 
tors of Mines throughout the kingdom, and with several mine agents of great repute 
in other districts, who have kindly furnished your committrc w.th copies of the raics 
in use in the several collieries under their inspection and superintendence, which have 
been found of great service in framing the rules now to be submitted to your notice, 
Your committee have met five times, and have gone carefully over these ruies, und 
have selected from them e!! such portions as seem to them suitable to this district. 
Your committee have, inthe first place, endeavoured to detine particular!y the 
duties of various parties connected with coiieries,and, in the second place, have con- 
structed several new and important rules whieh seem to them necessary and prvper 
to be added to those now jn use; as, for instance, the proper examination of the pit 
and workings before any men are alowed to descend in the morning ; for the ‘utre- 
duction and management of a ventilating iarnace, where found necessary; for th« 
use of a “‘ danger ’’ sigaal to warn colliers of the danger from fire-damp ; for the dir- 
continuing of round single-link chain for raising or lowering men in pits more than 
50 yds. deep; for bore holes being kept in advance of workings where large quantities 
of water or are known toexist. And your committee have iurther endeavoured 
to alter and add to such of the rules as do not appear sufficiently explicit. 
Your committee, in submitting the altered rules to your consideration, do not press 
them for adoption in their present form, but rather as 4 first draft, to be afterwards 
matured. A copy of the revised rules will be sent to each mine agent, and they will 
be req dto icate to the committee any suggestion they may feel inc!ined 
to make before the next meeting. 
The report was signed by Mr. Aston, the Chairman. . 
It was suggested, upon the recommendation of the committee, the revised rules 
should be read overalso, anda d‘scussion on each rule invited, which was accordingly 
done; but all parties appeared so completely ratisfied with the re ommendations of 
the committee taat scarce a single objection was raised to either o | the 1uics. Some 
of the alterations and additions appeared of the greatest importance, and ulthough 
appearing in some cases perhaps a little too severe upon some perti>s connect:d © ith 
colieries, all admitted the necessity of such measores being adopt-d, and that @ 
radical change in min‘ng ciscip!ine in this district wos quite ‘mpera ve. . 
Theseeretary, it appeared, iu the first placo, had « ommuniec ited with al! the Govern 
ment Inspectors of Mines throughout the kiigdom, and sevcral mine agents of repute 
in other districts, inviting suggestions end requesting copics of the i ules adopted in 
their several districts ; and the result, as may be expected, was a muss of inform: - 
tion, whieh could not fail to be of the great-st moment in enabling the committce to 
arrive at an improved code of ru'rs. : - 
We cannot help but admire the spirit which seems t9 govern the committee ul 
endeavouring to perfect the ru'es before submitting them to Sir G orge Grey for 
approval, for it w.ll be seen, on reference t» ovr advertising columns, that tie rai 
us now revised are to be printed (in rough), and a copy sent to each mine agent oF 
the district, for bin to con over (and if he pleasrs submit them t» his employer), and 
forward suggest ons thercon to the evereiary, before a final end general meeting 
takes place. This step cannot fe'! to have a most beneficial effect, ond may stil! add 
to the completenes of the revisions made ‘n comm 'itee, .

Favcation or Cottiery Curtpren.—A number of the working cool- 
miners in Yorksbire and Lancashire have for some time past Leen endeavouring to 
promote the education of their offspring by seeking for the extersion of sou ething 
like the Factory Act to all boys employed atcollicries. At present mony boysare¢ ihe 
ployed at collieries, either assisting to get coal, or about the works on “ the bank, 
and little or no time is allowed for their education at school. Some of the clergy and 
other influentis! partics have taken the question up, aad the draught of a bill has been 
presented to Ear! Fitzwilliam, a large coalowner, who it is said cordially approves of 
it; and before it is brought before Parliament it w.ll be submitted for approval to 
Lord Wharncliffe, the Earl of Effingham, and other coalowners. ‘The object of this 
bill is to render it compulsory for every boy, before being employed, to produce acer- 
tificate that he has attended school a certain time, and also that when he is so employed 
le sha!! be sent to school half bis time, the same as the younger workers in factoris-

“VioLaTions or Cottrery Reoutations,—At the Petty Sessions at Old- 
ham, on meee 5 » Mr. Thomas Butterworth, proprietor of the Bent Grange Collicry, 
was summoned by Mr. Joseph Dickineon, Inspector of Coal Mines for the M uncheste r 
district, for neglecting to appotnt a fireman, #4 required by the rules of the colliery 
Mr. Dickinson stated that by the Act 18 and 19 Vic. c. 108, passed last session of l’ar- 
liament, and which came into operation last January, each colliery ow aor was required 
to draw up a special set of rales for the management of his mines, and those rules had 
to receive the sanction of the Home Secretary. One of them (the 4th) required that" 
every colliery where fire-damp prevailed a fireman should be appointed to go dows 
and examine the workings every morn‘ng before the men commenced their work. 
‘The colliery in question was notoriously a fiery one, twenty persons having been }r'lled 
by oue explosion a few years ago, and enother explosion having previously occurred 
by which several lives were lost. He (the inspector) visited the colliery on the 6th 
inst., and found a place in the down brow of the Royal Mine giving off fire-damp 1" 
such a quantity that if anyth'ng occurred to obstcuct the venti!stion, such as the ac- 
cidentai leaving open of #n air-door, a fall in the roof, or a defect inthe bratticing, 
dangerous accumu 'ation of fire-damp might read‘ly be occasioned, and owing to the 
want of a fireman it might not be detected, until it had ex; oded, and probably caused 
the loss of many lives. From the warnings the proprietor had previously had of the 
destructive effects of fire-damp, and the necersity for taking proper precautions, this 
breach 6f the rules was, in bts (Mr. Dickinson’s) opinion, wholly inexeurable, an! he 
asked for the infliction of the bighest penalty—namely, 5/. He then gave Mr. Bul- 
terwor th notice in accordance with the provisions of the Act, requiring the proprietor 
to appoint a fireman, and added that he was liable to a penalty of 1/. per day, so long 
as he continued without one.—Mr, Wi!liam Blackburn, viewer of the pit, stated that 
there was no fireman employed in the mine; and, in cross-examination, he said the 
mine was one of the best ventilated iu the district. Mr. Ponsonby, for the defendant, 
contended that no fi wast ired, as Mr. Butterworth had made great altera- 
tions to improve the ventilation of the mine, which was now in a better condition 
than any other in the distriet.—The magistrates inflicted a penalty of 2/. ond costs.— 
Mr. Joseph Crook, owner of the Doghili Colliery, at Crompton, was next charged, un- 
der the same Act, with neglecting to provide an qdequate amount of ventilation in his 
pit. Mr. Dickinson inspected the pit on the 17th inst., and found the air so noxious 
that a candle could scarcely burn, so that it was not on'y detrimental to health, but 
was almost dangerous to life. Indeed, the mine was in such a state that a person 
was actually suffocated in it on the 4th inst. from the bad air. The defendant, who 
said that he had been owner of the pit for five years, but that he never went into it, 
leaving its working to other people, whom he paid well for atten’ ing to it, was fined 
21, 10s, and costs.—AManchester Gaurdian.

erusher ball always down the inclined plane of the basin, and thereby, by its connee- 
tion with the opposite end of the cross-head of the depressing arm, assisting the basin 
in its gyrating motion, while at the same time it assists the crusher ball in crushing 
the ore; and in the construction and use of an amalgamating mill, through the cone 
of which the wash of the crusher basin is discharged to be ground and agitated in 

eontact with a column of mercury confined in a barrel surrounding the mill stone 


Bar-Inon,—Mr. Wm, Clay, of Liverpool, has specified an improvement 
in manufacturing wrought-iron : bis invention consists in taking crude or cast-iron, 
or fine metal, in the melted state, and reducing it to a granular form, in which state 
it will be found mach more convenient for conversion by the subsequent ordinary 
processes into bar iron. The iron may be obtained either direct from the blast-fur- 
nace, from which it may be run out in a molten state, or it may be melted down from 
pig-iron or serap-iron ; but from whatever source it may be obtained, he proposes to 
reduce it to agranular form, by causiug it, when in a molten state, to run into water ; 
or to let it fall from any convenient height through a perforated plate, whereby it 
will be divided into small particles, and by descending through an atmosphere charged 
with oxygen gas, the divided mo'ten metal will during its passage through the air be 
decarbonised or partially decarbonised, Ordinary atmospheric air contains a con- 
siderable quantity of oxygen, and will act with considerable effect in decarbonising 
the iron; but Mr, Clay aiso proposes sometimes to charge the atmosphere (through 
which the molten iron is to fall) with an additional dose of oxygen, or sume other 
decarbonising gas, which will act upon the iron, and tend to deprive it of a portion of 
the carbon it contains. ‘he particies of molten iron, after falling from a height 
through the air, as before explained, may be allowed to fall into water below, whereby 
the decarbonisation of the metal is carried still farther, 


Locomotive Excinrs,—Mr. William Smith, patent agent, Adelphi, nis 
patented some improvements in the means of eeonomising heat in locomotive engines 
(the invention of Mr. A. Quanonne, of Tournay, Belgium): they consist in the intro- 
duction of a system of flues in locomotive engines, in order to obtain a longer circu- 
lation of the flame and hot air, for the purpose of abstracting thoroughly the caloric 
evolved from the burning fuel, ‘This is attained by applying partitions or divisions to 
divide the tubes into taree parts or series, for the purpose of causing the heat to pass 
first through the lower tubes, then to flow back to the fire-place through some of the 
upper tubes forming the second series, and, finally, into the chimney through the 
highest tubes in the series. ‘Two flattcned funnels, or flues, are placed one on each side 
of the engine, with their mouths or apertures forward, and their conveying pipe open- 
ing under the fire-grate; the lower part of the fire-box is fitted with a similar ar- 
rangement. The quantity of atmospheric air thus supplied for the combustion of the 
iael is sufficient for burning 2 tons of coke in one hour, when, in fact, a consumption 
of 500 or 600 Lbs, only may be necessary, anJ by means of a valve, or louvre board, the 
current of air admitted can be regulated with accuracy. A thick sheet-iron partition 
is placed within the fire-box ; it is furnished with teeth at its lower part, serving to 
retain a thick layer of fire-clay for preserving the iron against the destructive action 
of the fire. ‘The said partition can be shifted at pleasure, being furnished with two 
rings, which are placed in svitable hooks serewed fast at the end of two longiron rods, 
which pass through tubes, allowing the whole to be removed towards the fore part of 
the fire-box. There is also another stout sheet-iron partition placed in the smoke-box ; 
this is also hinged, and made fastonaframe. The flues with the widened apertures, 
or mouths, convey the air under the fire-box through the feed pipesinto other similar 
flues, which are placed under tire boiler, and open under the fire-grate. In some forms 
of locomotive enuines it may, by reason of the position and form of the boiler, be ne- 
cessary to have a different disposition of the flues; in such a case is introduced a cop- 
per heating or boiling chamber, surrounding the lower part of the boiler, and with 
which it communicates through suitably disposed pipes; and, where practicable, is 
added a water circulating partition chamber in communication with the boiler and 
the fore part of the fire-box, In this last arrangement the flame ruusin the direction 
before described, but first passes between the heating case or boiling wrapper and the 
boiler, then through the lower series of tubes, and, lastly, it rushes into the smoke- 
box and chimney through the upper tubes. w 


Sunmarine Rartways.—Mr. L, Coddé, of Paris, fias invented a system 
of sabmarine communication, which he thus describes :—I employ iron tubes from 
15 ft. to 18 ft. in length, 4 in. in thickness, and 18 ft. in diameter, and which, when 
united together, form a single continuous tube, in which the railway is to pass. The 
tubes are provided internally at proper intervals with joints. ‘To prevent water from 
entering the tubes when being sunk and previous to their junction, the extremitics of 
the tubes are closed with an iron plate about ', in. in thickness, screwed or bolted to 
the joints, with which one of the extremities of the tubes is provided, The plate of 
the second tabe is concave, and that of the first is convex ; by this arrangement, when 
the tubes are united the plates fit into each other completely, and the tubes being 
serewed or bolted to the juint, the interior of the tubes becomes hermetically closed. 
When all the tubes are united together, communication is opened through the whole 
length of the railway by removing the plates; the rails are then laid down by the 
ordinary means. The external surface of the tubes is coated with hydraulic cement, 
and, as a further preewution, previous to applying the cement, gutta-percha, or other 
analogous substance, may be luid over the points or junction of the pipes. When the 
depth of the sea renders it impracticable to place the railway on the bottom, the tubes 
may be supported in sections on floats, placed at the necessary parts, and the usual 
magans of suspension are employed. The supports are cast in one picce, or, if in se- 

arate pieces, are proper!y united; they may be solid or hollow, and are employed 
whenever the depth of the sea is not too great to allow of their being set on the ground.

‘This air- 
distributing apparatus is preferred of fre-brick or fire-clay, to prevent its rapid de- 
struction by the flame that plays around it; and when the invention is applied to 
wagon-hoilers, it is to have two such air-distributing tubes or chambers, set at any 
#uitable distance apart. In some kind of boilers it may be desirable to make the bridge

Woopen Rattway Sieepens.—Mr, W. Billinton, C.E., Great George- 
street, Westminster, has patented a method of treating wooden railway sleepers, to 
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then screwing these oo together. With this arrangement, steam from the locomo- 
tive boiler may be itted into every cylinder in the train, the steam being con- 
ducted in at the two ends of the cylinder, in each case, so as to cause the two pistons 
to advance towards each other, and draw all the break blocks into simultaneous ac- 
tion throughout the train. 


Rois. —Messrs. Stanley, Bellamy, and Booth provisionally specified 
some improvements in casting rolls for rolling steel, copper, lead, and other malle- 
able material, which cousist in casting the axle separately of tough metal, and when 
cold casting upon it the perimeter or shell of a harder metal of finer texture, and of 
such thickness as may be necessary; the cold axle will effect the chilling or harden- 
ing of the perimeter, so that no cylinder will be required.
